Reds Tighten 
The Pincers 
On Hanoi City 


French Report 300 
Reds Killed and 
Villages Burned

HANOI, Indochina I#)—Virt.mmh 
legions tightened their pincers on 
Hanoi today but lit«- war capital’ 
French' defenders claimed they had 
beat back an attack by 3,000 rebels 
only 20 miles from the city and 
killed at lea .t 200 of the Com mu 
nir.t led force. 
The French adinitled their own 
losses 
were 
“ appreciable” 
but 
gave no figures. 
Other rebel units surged in from 
the northeast and northwest 
to 
strike at French outposts 25 miles 
above the imperiled eity. 
Clashes were ro|*»rted yesterday 
at score'' of points as the Vietminh 
kept up their pressure. 
So busy were the French trying 
to hold their shrunken Red River 
delta defenses they were unable 
to spare planes for more 
than 
token harassment of the long truck 
convoys rumbling south from the 
Red China frontier. 
French reconnaissance pilots re­ 
port Red China is tunneling more 
supplies into northern Indo-Chinn 
than she did in the days before 
the fall of die French bastion ol 
Dien Rien Phil. 
More than 1 bombers pounded 
a string of Vietminh bases which 
threatened to cut off llung Yen. 
cornerstone of the delta defenses 
25 miles southeast of Hanoi. Sev­ 
eral rebel-held villages wore set 
afire. 
North 
of 
Hanoi 
the 
French 
were more successful. They m an­ 
aged to reopen roads between Sept 
Pagodos, Plni Lang Thuong and 
Rue Ninh. 30 miles from the city. 
This restored communications be­ 
tween the three towns, which form 
a protective triangle against Viet­ 
minh 
regulars 
massing 
to 
the 
north. 
French o f f i c i a l s , meanwhile 
sought to allay fears American- 
supplied arms might fall into Com­ 
munist hands should there bo a 
last-minute pullback from Hanoi. 
A spokesman for the French Un­ 
ion commander, said only 1 per 
cent of the guns, tanks and planes 
are being stored in northern Indo­ 
china. And those depots are lo­ 
cated in the port of Haiphong rn 
the China Sea so their removal by 
* flip should be comparatively ca- 
ry. 


Churchill Says This Is 
Not Moment to Discuss 
Red China U.N. Seating 


LONDON </P)—Prime Minister 
Churchill said today his govern­ 
ment does “not consider that this 
is the moment” to raise the m at­ 
ter of Commune t China’s adm is­ 
sion to the United Nations. 
The Pi ime 
Minister told 
the 
House of C ommons thal Britain's 
policy toward Red China remain 
the same—she favors seating Red 
China in the II. N. alter the Peip­ 
ing regime ha.- proved it is willing 
to foreswear aggros'.¡on and abide 
by international agreements. 
Churchill also said his Wa hmg- 
ton conference with l're uli-nt Fi- 
senhower was the mo t agreeable 
and fruitful in his experience. 
The Prim e Mini-ter reminded 
Fram e that the European Defense 
Community was a French idea. 
He said Britain and the United 
States were convinced thi.-. still 
remains the best plan tor getting 
West German rearmament 


As it has re-iterated many times, The Standard, holds no 
brief either for or against labor unions, as such, but a situation 
is developing in this eity which we feel should be promptly 
resolved so that residents of our city may work as free men, 
making their own decisions and free from threats and intimi­ 
dation bv outside influences. 
Union labor from out-of-town has thrown a picket line at 
tin sanitary sewer project, (Clark Brothers, of Eldon, Mo., con­ 
tractors) and, so it is reported, by threats and a show of force 
attempted to prevent our own residents from going to work on 
the job. 
The Standard feels that is a condition of which the Mayor 
anil City Council should take immediate cognizance and call on 
the Police Department to put a sufficient num ber of officers at 
the site all day to insure the job can proceed quietly and with 
safety to the workers. 
It necessary, the Council should immediately authorize the 
luring ol additional men as officers for the express purpose of 
preventing any disturbance rather than wait until a disturbance 
occurs. 
For the information ol 
its readers, The Standard, would 
say that 
Clark Brothers took 
the jot» ol laying, 
the major sower 
main', at some $30,(100.00 under the nearest competitor with the 
idea of using local labor on an open shop job, t <*., a job where 
any man could work who wanted to at the wages offered re­ 
gardless of w hether lie was a union man or not and agreed to 
pay the average prevailing wage for common laboi of $I.Go p«t 
hour to start, with increase-, in pay for such men as proved 
they were capable of earning it. 
Every man who went to work, Charles Clark says, knew 
when to* took a job exactly what he would get to start and ev en 
man was satisfied to start at the figure offered. 
There were no gripes until union labor, represented by A. 
R. Trapp, of Cape Girardeau, with two companions came to the 
job, told Mr. Clark he would have to "fire” every man on the 
job 
except one became ttn-.s were union men 
and tie (Clark) 
was not paying the union scale, ('lark refused and the fnll«H\- 
ing morning; some 30 union members from variou.- towns began 
picketing the job. 
The Standard asked Mr. Trapp, Sunday, just why the picket 
line was there and was informed the union wanted the job made 
a union job and pay for common labor based on the AG. C. scale 
which, Trapp says, is $1.47 an hour. Mr. Trapp also stated that 
Clark threatened to shoot him (T rapp) and that Trapp planned 
to lodge a complaint with the government that violence had 
been threatened. 
Mr. Clark states the threatening was all on the side ot the 
union pickets whom, he asserted, had told his workmen to stay 
off the job unless they wanted “knots on their heads”, and that 
he made no threat to “bring in 25 men with shotguns” as some 
of the men on the picket line claimed. 
Regardless of who is telling ttie truth, The Standard feels 
there is a condition existing which requires prompt and strict 
measures to prevent its becoming any more serious than it is 
—hence the suggestion that police officers be stationed at the 
job until all danger of trouble is eliminated. 
If the city police force feels that it has not sufficient man 
power to take care of the situation and the City Council be­ 
lieves it cannot afford to engage extra men, The Standard has 
assurance that the county authorities in the person of the pros­ 
ecuting attorney and the sheriff are ready to step into the pic­ 
ture it called upon for assistance. 
The Standard is well aw are of the fact that included on 
the picket line thrown up in an effort to force Clark Brothers 
to make the job a union job instead of one free for anybody 
to work on, there are men known to have been engaged in 
similar union activities at other places in the city and who are 
recognized as trouble-m akers and some with police records. 
The Standard trusts the city officials will take prompt ac­ 
tion to guarantee the right of the city’s citizens to work where 
they want to and at the price they are willing to accept even it 
it fails to meet with the approval of the union. 
This sanitary sewer job is not a project for private gain but 
one that affects the entire city and The Standard feels it is time 
for the city, through its duly elected officers, to stand up and 
declare w hether it shall conduct its own job as it wants to or 
w hether it will knuckle under to the arrogant demands ot an 
outside agency.

Relief Rushed to Central 
European Flooded Areas 


VIENNA, Austria (/P) — Relict 
supplies for thousands of h o m e­ 
less victims ol central Europe's 
worst 
flood in centuries poured 
into stricken Austria and Germany 
today. 
Holland, 
Sweden, 
Switzerland 
and the Saar w ere the first to oi­ 
ler bedding, food and clothes to 
thousands of families made home­ 
less by the raging Danube and a 
dozen tributaries. Their five-day 
ram page has claimed at least 24 
lives on both sides of the Iron C ur­ 
tain. 
The aid began to arrive as res­ 
cue workers struggled to reach 
submerged Austrian and German 
towns whi re inhabitants were still 
stranded on rooftops and upper 
lloors. More than 3,000 American 
soldiers have been taking part in 
the rescue work.

Horse drawn drays, except for 
a 
few 
isolated 
and 
dilapidated 
rigs drawn by equally dilapidated 
horses and chauffeurcd by dusky 
drivers are a part of the pictur­ 
esque past but to one citizen of 
Sikeston, at least, they are a vivid 
memory of yesterday. 
Tuesday, Walter “John D” I it- 
tie, of 306 William Street, where 
he lives with his wife and his 
daughter. Mrs. Fred Cooley, will 
be 87 years young and Mr. Little 
has the unique distinction of be­ 
ing the Inst man to give up op­ 
erating a horse drawn dray when 
he quit the business six years ago. 
He was born in Clinton, Kv., 
but, 
following 
his marriage, he 
moved to southeast Missouri and 
eventually 
settled 
in 
Sikeston 
where he and his dray were an 
inseparable part of the history of 
the city. 
The bricks that were usi'd in 
the first paving job of the city— 
New Madrid Street from the Chris­ 
tian 
Church 
to 
the 
Methodist 
church, were hauled by Little’s 
dray 
and 
he 
also 
hauled 
the 
bricks for Sikeston’s first theater 
on the site where Blum’s is now 
1» tented. 
When Sikeston’s first City Hall 
was demolished Little hauled away 
the lumber that had been used to 
rover over the small log building. 
Little 
remembers 
that 
Center 
street was a far different picture 
than 
it 
is today. Then only 
a 
couple of fram e buildings stood on 
either side of the street and. like 
Front street, it was not at all 
uncommon for rains to turn the 
streets in quagmires where 
the 
horse 
drawn 
vehicles would be 
hopelessly mirecL down. 
To the older residents of the c it y 
Little was familiarly known 
as 
“ John D’’ — a niek-name fastened 
on him in earlier depression days 
when banks were closing and busi­ 
nesses were going bankrupt. 
It was in a conversation at the 
Scott County Milling Company’s 
loading dock at Mill A that Mr. 
Little 
picked 
up the nick-name 
“John D” which is his only name 
as far as many Sikestonians are 
concerned. 
One day while loading at the 
mill, one of the foremen 
there 
asked him if he wasn’t worried. 
Mr. Little replied that he wasn’t 
in 
the least 
worried. 
Then 
the 
foreman cam e back with “ You’re 
just like John D. Rockfeller, you 
don’t worry about a thing.” "That’s 
right just like John D,’’ Mr. Little 
said and from then on he was 
“ John D.’’ 
Mr. Little and his wife of 63 
years now reside with his daugh­ 
ter and son-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred Cooley on Williams Street.

white quail. T h e re’s a w idespread 
misconception about the breed of 
Irish setters; 
th at th ey ’ve been 
bred for the bench’ — and for pure 
occoraticn 
— so 
long 
th a t 
the 
hunting ability and instanct has 
gone out of them . Doubtless this 
is true of some individuals of the 
breed, though I suspect there are 
m ore instances in which the big 
red dogs have never been given 
proper training or had 
the op­ 
portunity to hunt. 
No cutdoorsm an could spend an 
autum n 
afternoon 
behind 
Mike 
without agreeing th a t som e Irish 
setters are good bird dogs. The 
old fellow is turning w hite around 
the muzzle and cars and at the 
tip of his tail. After a few hours 
afield, his joints creak as obviously 
as those of his m aster. Y et from 
the m om ent I pick up m y gun 
from its corner in the kitchen un­ 
til we com e hom e again, the years 
drop aw ay as if by m agic. He 
covers the fields in the sam e wide 
sweeps as of old. works out each 
bit of likely cover with the strategy 
learned from long experience and 
holds his birds when he finds them 
with the sam e rcck-like steadiness. 
The trouble is, of course, that 
the drouth has left us with almost 
no bobwhites in the O/.ark country. 
T here are a tew, generally locat­ 
ed at the edge of the woods in the 
ra re stubble fields which h av en ’t 
bet'ii grazed bare bv the cattle. 


But even these coveys are small, 
com pared with their size in norm al 
years, and m any farm ers in our 
valley are prohibiting all hunting 
so there m ay be som e seed stock 
left for next season. It would be 
possible to h arv e st just a few birds 
from these coveys without affect 
ing the survival rate, but who can 
count on the hunter to hold dowm 
the kill to this extent? 
We like to think th a t all hunters 
are sportsm en. Yet in this sea­ 
son when fence rows along country 
roads arc the best cover left in our 
country, never a weekend passes 
but w hat we see hunters’ cars slow­ 
ly driving these roads with guns 
ready for a quick potshot out the 
window at a covey feeding cn the 
ground. 
There was one clear night last 
w’eek when the th erm o m ete r drop­ 
ped to ten degrees and we knew 
the ice would be thick on the ponds 
next morning. Ju st before bedtim e, 
I went out for a last round of the 
barn y ard and to give Tiger Kilkel- 
ly, the now Irish setter pup, one 
last run before tucking him into 
bod behind the kitchen stove. The 
sky above us was studded with 
stars in countless millions: all of 
them seem ing so close you. had 
only to reach up a hand to touch 
them and with the biggest ones 
glowing like lanterns. 
I had turned on the flcodlamp 
at the back of the house to light 
up the b arn y a rd and. looking up 
toward it, could see the frost cry s­ 
tals floating down like snow on the 
still air. Frost sparkled on each 
blade of grass and m ade a crisp, 
crackling sound as I walked. By 
morning it would look like a light 
fall of snow and the cattle would 
come up in single file to the barn 
with their b reath rising like the 
steam from m iniature locomotives. 
Since there was no wind, I open­ 
ed the stable doors and sent Daisy 
and Ribbon to spend the night in 
the open, then drove eld Rufus out 
through the b arnyard gate to his 
harem .

There’s a widespread 
misconception about the breed of 
Irish setters:

Doubtless this 
is true of some individuals of the 
breed, though I suspect there are 
m ore instances in which the big 
red dogs have never been given 
proper training or had the op­ 
portunity to hunt. 
No cutdoorsman could spend an 
autum n 
afternoon 
behind 
Mike 
without agreeing that som e Irish 
setters are good bird dogs. The 
old fellow is turning white around 
the muzzle and cars and at the 
tip of his tail. After a few hours 
afield, his joints creak as obviously 
as those cf his m aster. Yet from 
the moment I pick up m y gun 
from its corner in the kitchen un­ 
til we come home again, the years 
drop away as if by m agic. He 
covers the fields in the sam e wide 
sweeps as of old, w’orks out each 
bit of likely cover with the strategy 
learned from long experience and 
holds his birds when he finds them 
with the sam e rcck-like steadiness. 
The trouble is, of course, that 
the drouth has left us with alm ost 
no bobwhites in the Ozark country. 
There are a few’, generally locat­ 
ed at the edge of the woods in tho 
rare stubble fields which haven’t 
been grazed bare by the cattle.

But even these coveys are sm all, 
com pared with their size in norm al 
years, and m any farm ers in our 
valley are prohibiting all hunting 
so there m ay be some seed stock 
left for next season. It would be 
possible to harvest just a few birds 
from these coveys without affect­ 
ing the survival rate, but who can 
count on the hunter to hold down 
the kill to this extent? 
We like to think that all hunters 
are sportsm en. Yet in this sea­ 
son when fence rows along country 
roads arc the best cover left in our 
country, never a weekend passes 
but w’hat we see hunters’ cars slow­ 
ly driving these roads with guns 
ready for a quick potshot out the 
window at a covey feeding en the 
ground. 
There was one clear night last 
week when tho therm om eter drop­ 
ped to ten degrees and we knew' 
the ice would be thick on the ponds 
next m orning. Just before bedtim e, 
I went out for a last round of the 
barnyard and to give Tiger Kilkel- 
ly, the new Irish setter pup, one 
last run before tucking him into 
bed behind the kitchen stove. The 
sky above us was studded with 
stars in countless millions; all of 
them seem ing so close you. had 
only to reach up a hand to touch 
them and with the biggest ones 
glowing like lanterns. 
I had turned on the flcodlamp 
at the back of the house to light 
up the barnyard and, looking up 
toward it, could see the frost crys­ 
tals floating down like snow on the 
still air. Frost sparkled on each 
blade of grass and m ade a crisp, 
crackling sound as I walked. By 
morning it would look like a light 
fall of snow and the cattle would 
come up in single file to the barn 
with their breath rising like the 
steam from m iniature locomotives. 
Since there was no wind, I open­ 
ed the stable doors and sent Daisy 
and Ribbon to spend the night in 
the open, then drove cid Rufus out 
through the barnyard gate to his 
harem . The long shadows cast by 
the floodlamp were a new ex­ 
perience to the pup; he eyed them 
askance, then chased them , then 
cam e running back to me for pro­ 
tection.

But the cold 
starts to bit as we stand there, so 
with a final look at the Pleiades 
and the bright belt of Orion clim b­ 
ing the eastern sky, we hurry 
back to our books and an easy 
chair beside the log fire.

It was a com prom ise F a rm Bill-

vote late F rid ay afternoon after 
two and one-half days of debate. 
The only am endm ent of any con­ 
sequence adopted was the level at 
which basic commodities will be 
supported during the next year. 
The bill approved by the House 
still has to be passed by the Sen­ 
ate and signed by the President. 
Despite the fact that the Adminis­ 
tration won out in its fight to re­ 
store the principle of flexible sup­ 
ports (from 82».. to 90 per cent), 
there is every reason to believe 
th a t if the bill is approved in the 
form it passed the House that sup­ 
ports on cotton for next y ea r will 
not be less than 90 per cent, due 
to the “ set-aside" provisions and 
other form ula in the bill. That is 
if the farm er can put any confi­ 
dence in the assurances of 
the 
S ecretary and other officials in the 
D epartm ent of Agriculture. 
M any of us were surprised when 
the Republican leadership in the 
House was able to exercise the dis­ 
cipline that was displayed in hold­ 
ing its m em bers in line on the vote 
to change from fixed to flexible 
supports, especially after losing on 
the first vote of the day when it 
w as proposed to rem ove peanuts 
from the list of basic commodities.

Agricultural Research 
Uncovers Many Benefits 
H e re’s an exam ple of how agri­ 
cultural research often leads to en­ 
tirely unexpedted benefits. 
As p a rt of a federally supported 
project aim ed at producing better 
varieties of alfalfa and sweet clov­ 
er, University, of Wisconsin scien­ 
tists sought to find the cause of 
occasional 
deaths 
among 
cattle 
consuming sweet clover hay. Their 
search led them to the discovery of 
a 
chem ical substance in spoiled 
hay which slowed the natural clot­ 
ting of blood. When absorbed in 
sufficient quantities over a pro­ 
longed period it could cause death 
in a warm-blooded animal. 
The scientists, envisioning some 
constructive 
uses 
to 
which 
the 
chem ical might be put, went or. to 
develop a substance now w e l l 
known to the m edical world as 
D icum arol. Surgeons have put it to 
g o o d use in preventing post-oper­ 
ative blood clots. Doctors also use 
it to tre a t certain types of hea rt 
disease. 
W arfarin, a chem ically related 
substance developed by the sam e 
agricultural scientists, has booome 
the m ost effective rat killer known. 
Mixed with a grain bait. W arfarin 
is m ore acceptable to rats than 
other poisons. It is now being used 
throughout the world to reduce rat 
populations which cause untold hu­ 
m an 
m isery and enormous eco­ 
nom ic loss. 
The Wisconsin scientists estim ate 
that their 
research has 
already 
paid 
for 
itself 
m any 
thousand 
tim es over in benefits derived from 
these two chemicals. Yet the sam e 
project also achieved its intended 
purpose, the developm ent of a new, 
high-yielding, w inter-hardy alfalfa 
and several prom ising lines of im ­ 
proved sweet clover varieties. 


Im provem ent of production costs 
quality, prices, and m arketing are 
am ong the m ost urgent problem s 
facing the dairy industry today, 
believes the ch airm an of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri dairy d e p a rt­ 
ment. 
In elaborating upon these prob­ 
lem s, 
Professor A. 
C. R agsdale 
says the 
surest w ay of cutting 
production costs is by culling out 
low producers. O ther cost-cutting 
m ethods include production a n d 
use of m ore high quality roughage, 


use of labor-saving equipm ent and 
practices, and higher production 
per cow. 
Ragsdale believes dairym en can 
help them selves by producting and 
m arketing a higher quality prod­ 
uct. He also believes the present 
m ethod of pricing milk is outdated 
and unfair to dairym en. Instead 
of basing milk prices on the price 
of buttcrfat, R agsdale suggests a 
system whereby dairym en would 
secure prices based on wholesale 
com modity 
prices, 
dep artm en t 
store sales, and feed and labor 
costs. Prom otion of effective adul­ 
teration, 
m isbranding, 
and 
m is­ 
leading advertising laws, and in­ 
creased advertising of milk prod­ 
ucts would also stim ulate the dai­ 
ry industry, says Ragsdale.

leash, his brush and comb, and 
m ost important, his feeding dish. 
His favorite toy will help relieve 
the tedium of the drive. 
The dog-owner’s first problem is 
apt to be his dog’s car sickness. 
Unless the dog is an experienced 
traveler, withhold food and water 
for at least several hours before 
starting out. Should your dog be 
prone to car sickness, a veterinar­ 
ian can provide any one of several 
good preparations. 
Don’t let your dog move from 
one seat to another, but train him 
to ride in one place. If you aren’t 
sure he will be quiet, it will be 
safest to fasten him securely on a 
leash to prevent him from leaping 
out the window. 
Don’t let him bark out of car 
windows. 
And 
although 
it looks 
very sporting, don’t let him stick 
his head out the window. It is a 
dangerous practice. The dog may 
easily get som ething in his eye 
and the wind is bad for both his 
eyes and cars. 
If he must be left alone in the 
car, be sure it is in the shade 
with one or two windows partly 
open. And rem em ber that although 
the car m ay be in the shade when 
you park it. it m ay be exposed to 
the sun an hour later. 
If you observe these rules, your 
dog will enjoy his trip . . . and so 
will you.

Agricultural Research 
Uncovers Many Benefits 
H ere’s an exam ple of how agri­ 
cultural research often leads to en­ 
tirely unexpected benefits. 
As part of a federally supported 
project aim ed at producing better 
varieties of alfalfa and sweet clov­ 
er, University, of Wisconsin scien­ 
tists sought to find the cause of 
occasional 
deaths 
among 
cattle 
consuming sweet clover hay. Their 
search led them to the discovery of 
a chem ical substance in spoiled 
hay which slowed the natural clot­ 
ting of blood. When absorbed in 
sufficient quantities over a pro­ 
longed period it could cause death 
in a warm-blooded anim al. 
The scientists, envisioning some 
constructive 
uses 
to 
which 
the 
chem ical might be put. went or. to 
develop a substance now w e l l 
known to the m edical world as 
Dicumarol. Surgeons have put it to 
good use in preventing post-oper­ 
ative blood clots. Doctors also use 
it to treat certain types of heart 
disease. 
W arfarin, a chem ically related 
substance developed by the sam e 
agricultural scientists, has becom e 
the most effective rat killer known. 
Mixed with a grain bait. W arfarin 
is more acceptable to rats than 
other poisons. It is now being used 
throughout the world to reduce rat 
populations which cause untold hu­ 
man m isery and enormous eco­ 
nomic loss. 
The Wisconsin scientists estim ate 
that their research has 
already 
paid 
for 
itself 
m any 
thousand 
tim es over in benefits derived from 
these two chem icals. Yet the sam e 
project also achieved its intended 
purpose, the development of a new’, 
high-yielding, winter-hardy alfalfa 
and several promising lines of im ­ 
proved sweet clover varieties. 


Im provem ent of production costs 
quality, prices, and m arketing are 
among the m ost urgent problem s 
facing the dairy industry today, 
believes the chairm an of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri dairy depart­ 
ment.

leash, his brush and comb, and 
m ost im portant, his feeding dish. 
His favorite toy will help relieve 
the tedium of the drive. 
The dog-owner’s first problem is 
apt to bo his dog’s car sickness. 
Unless the dog is an experienced 
traveler, withhold food and w ater 
for at least several hours before 
starting out. Should your dog be 
prone to car sickness, a veterinar­ 
ian can provide any one of several 
good preparation*. 
Don’t let your dog move from 
one seat to another, but train him 
to ride in one place. If you a re n ’t 
sure he will be quiet, it will be 
safest to fasten him securely on a 
leash to prevent him from leaping 
out the window. 
Don’t let him bark out of car 
windows. 
And 
although it looks 
very sporting, don’t let him stick 
his head out the window. It is a 
dangerous practice. The dog m ay 
easily get something in his eye 
and the wind is bad for both his 
eyes and cars. 
If he m ust be left alone in the 
car. be sure it is in the shade 
with one or two windows partly 
open. And rem em ber that although 
the car m ay be in the shade when 
you park it. it m ay be exposed to 
the sun an hour later. 
If you observe these rules, your 
dog will enjoy his trip . . . and so 
will you.

Stroup Outlines Plans 
For Livestock Marketing 


“Uncle Sam’s Uncle Josh” by Lit­ 
tle, Brown & Co. 
Donald Day has done a skillful 
job of selection and of editing out 
the deliberate mis-spellings and 
grammatical horrors which were 
the humorous custom of the time. 
It was not only in describing 
the beauties of New Ashford that 
Billings was delightful but ho did 
a remarkable series of sketches 
of his ancestors. There w’as Jeho- 
sophat Billings whose one great 
extravagance was giving $3 to­ 
wards building the Podunk meet­ 
inghouse. 
"After 
he 
give 
the money," 
writes his descendant, “he 
took 
such a deep interest in the build­ 
ing of the meetinghouse that the 
committee was obliged to give 
him back the money to get shut 
of him ." 
Or take Solomon Billings who, 
like 
many 
another 
wise 
man, 
“could talk wisdom better than he 
could do it." 
On the distaff side was Nebe- 
cunezzar Billings’s wife, who was 
“sm arter than chain lightning and 
cleaner than a ghost. You might 
as well hunt for the lost tribe of 
Israel on her premises as to hunt 
for a cockroach. She had red hair 
and was bony put together and 
could fry pork, tend bar, harness 
a horse, trade w-ith a peddler, and 
make a gin sling that could almost 
talk " 
Billings had a strong, original 
streak which made him at times 
the equal of his better know-n con­ 
temporary, 
Artemus 
Ward. But 
his attempts ta w rite the standard 
funny pieces of the day were not 
always successful. Even his fa­ 
mous essay on the mule, begin­ 
ning “The mule is half horse and 
half jackass and then comes to 
full stop, nature discovering her 
mistake," falls considerably short 
of the hilarious. 
For the best that is here, how’- 
Mr. Day. in roralline Josh 
Billings to our attention, deserves 
our thanks. For lines, to take one 
example from 
many. 
in 
which 
Josh remembers the strawberries 
he ate as a boy: 
“I 
stole 
them 
lying 
around 
loose, without any pedigree, in 
somebody’s tall grass, when I was 
a lazy schoolboy, that ate dread­ 
ful easy." 
As for the elminiation of the 
dialect it is true that the jungle 
of 
mis-spellings 
in 
Billings’s 
writings is almost impenetrable to 
the modern reader. Bad spelling 
used to be considered funnier than 
it is now, perhaps because it was 
less common. 
But let’s go slow on revising 
the dialect of our comic writers. 
Chaucer never seemed to us near­

“modern” 
language, and we'd hate for any­

Ward’s great salute to the roving 
life in his poem which begins:
